WESTERN MARYLAND TRESTLE COLLAPSES; 


TWO OR MORE KILLED AND NUMBER INJURED. 


Dump Train Went Down With Wreckage and Men Who Were at Work Below Were 


Caught in the Debris—More Bodies May Be Under the Wrecked Trestle. . 


Shortly before 3 o'clock this afternoon the .trestle on the Western AfciryJand niil- 


ro'ud over the Pennsylvania track below Fayettc station collapsed, carrying clowu 
with it all the dump cars :in the train. Two men were instantly killed and four 
seriously if not fatally injured. It is possible that this does ..not complete the list of 
dead and injured. The bodies,of the two men known to be killed were recovered from 
the wreckage a few minutes after the accident. Four of the injured were also taken 
from'under the wrecked trestle and cars. 


A force of a score or more of men was at work under tho, trestle. At the time The 


Courier went to press it was impossible .to tell whether more than the six accounted 
for in dead and injured had been caught by the.falling timbers and dump cars.
